St. Louis company 


seeks Madi

While Laclede Steel Co. regroups 
financially, a St. Louis steel company 
wants to buy the Alton business’s 
nearly empty facility in Madison. 

Laclede, trapped with aging steel 
mills and ‘foreign steel dumping, filed 
for Chapter 11 bankruptcy onday 
morning. Few are left at the Madison 
building, where Laclede laid off a 
number of cuployess in August. 

Omega Steel Co. Inc. in St. Loui: 
currently in negotiations with La 
to purchase the Madison facility, said 
Omega spokesman Paul Everett. 

“We put a bid on the property and 
it’s tied up in issues,” he sai He 
declined to say what those issues 
were. 

“‘We put in an offer, they counter, 
offered, and we countered, and _ that’s 
where we’re at right now,’’ Everett 
said. 

The Madison facility now runs on a 
skeleton staff. Most employees were 
offered jobs in Alton during the sum- 


son facility 


mer, but, as testament to Laclede’s 
troubles, they lost their jobs four 
weeks after being hired. 

“We took the ultimate right up the 
old pooper,’’ said one former employ- 
ee who declined to be identified. The 
employees were told they had to go 
through the hiring process to go to 
the mill. 

They took physicals Aug. 31, start- 
ed work on Sept. 15 and were laid off 
Oct. 9. 

The reason they were given was a 
lack of work 

“They didn’t say it was a layoff. 
We were the only people not in a pro- 
tected group. I’ve got five years of 
pay stubs that say otherwise, but 
that’s what the union agreed (to),’’ 
he said. 


Meanwhile, Laclede officials were 
optimistic about reorganizing under 
court supervision, but the bankruptcy 
filing cast the Alton plant’s .850 
employees into doubt and worry.

11 area re 


staurant 


workers deported 


Charges not filed

Following a court appearance Mon- 
day, 11 former employees of a Mexi- 
can restaurant with locations in Col- 
linsville and Swansea are on their 
way back to Mexico. 

The Mexican nationals pleaded 
guilty to misdemeanor charges that 
they illevally, entered the- United 
States. ie defendants had been in 
the custody of the U.S. Immigration 
and Naturalization Service since Nov. 
17. That’s when they were arrested at 
the Cancun Mexican Restaurants. 

Federal search warrants were exe- 
cuted at both the Collinsville restau- 
rant, 8 Eastport Plaza, and the Swan- 
sea location on Illinois 159. Cancun 
officials were not available for com- 
ment. 

The defendants were sentenced to 
time served and received five years 
of probation with the condition that 
they not illegally re-enter the U.S. 
They were turned over to INS for 
deportation p1 


. According to the i's. attorney’s 


against owners 


office, illegal re-entry could result in 
up to five~years in prison for violat- 
ing the probation and up to two addi- 
tional years for a second offense. 

In addition to the INS, the Internal 
Revenue Service, the Officer of 
Inspector General, the Social Security 
Administration and the Illinois State 
Police participated in the investiga- 
tion. 

Assistant U.S. aT A Joel V. 
Merkel said no charges have been 
filed against the owners and he could 
not comment on whether the matter 
was still under investigation in light 
of the fact’ that this has happened 
before at Cancun’s. 

“That is something we consider and 
look at,’’ Merkel said. 

In October 1997, the INS executed 
search warrants at the Collinsville 
and Swansea Cancun restaurants as 
well as a third location at Northwest 
Plaza in St. Louis. 

In that incident, 36 employees — 14 
in Collinsville and 11 each at the oth- 
er locations — were detained by INS 
authorities.

Bathon: Frandsen appointment already a ‘done deal’

Madison County Board Chairman 
Rudy Papa says a personal vendetta 
is the cause of recent wrangling 
between two county Democrats. 
“Fred Bathon has a personal ven- 
detta against Jack Frandsen. You 
have to ask Bathon about it.

But Bathon says he’s irritated by

He has five 
candidates, including Frandsen, but 
said he didn’t want to name them yet 
for various reasons.

‘Two arrested after spree

Just last fall, the House accidentally voted to get the cable 


television industry out from under a multi-million dollar lawsuit 
based on the word of a cable industry lobbyist. The industry had 
built up plenty of “good will’ in Springfield by throwing a lavish 
party every ye nd giving away expensive stuffed Disney toys 
(not contributions) 








House members believed him when he said they were voting 
on a “pro-consumer"’ bill, but nobody apparently thought to 
check what the legislation did. Oops. They found out what they 
had done a few days later when a Chicago newspaper splashed 
the story all over its front page. 

Then there’s Management Services of Illinois (MSI), a corrupt 
state contractor that handed out expensive freebies like candy at 
a Fourth of July parade 





Several Senate Republicans and members of their staff were 
often on the receiving end of the company’s generosity, and they 
returned the favor by pressing agency honchos to cooperate with 
their friends. It’s no coincidence that a half-dozen Democrats 
ran against incumbent senators pledging to accept gifts of any 
kind from the lobbyi if they are elected. 

Will banning gifts stop legislators and lobbyists from develop 
ing personal relationships that could influence members’ votes?

nation’s farmers. 

With such low prices, I wor- 
ry that farmers will not be 
able to survive. Whether this 
means leaving farming alto- 
gether or simply not being 
able to make basic payments, 
I fear a crisis in rural Ameri- 
ca. And farmers won't be the 
only ones hurt by this crisis. 

In the past several weeks, 
two of the world’s largest agri- 
cultural equipment manufac- 
turers, Deere and Company 
based in Moline, and CASE 
Corporation based in Racine, 
Wis., have announced plans to 
reduce production and cut 
jobs. Both companies claim 
declining farm prices have 
reduced demand for their 
equipment. When American 
agriculture suffers, the effect 
is widespread, from equipment 
manufacturers to processors to 
local businesses. 

Congress needs to demon- 
strate strong leadership in the 
face, of this economic crisis. 
There are some short-term 
solutions that have already 
been considered by the U.S 
Senate, including removing the 
cap on-marketing loans and 
extending their terms, autho- 
rizing the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to make emergency stor- 
age payments to farmers to 
encourage the use of market- 
ing assistance loans and 
replenishing the disaster 
reserve. These should continue 
to be options to improve eco- 
nomic conditions and regain 
stability. 

Previously, I joined 42 of my 
Senate colleagues in voting 
against the Agriculture Appro- 
priations Conference Report. 
This measure simply under- 
funded emergency assistance 
for farmers having severe loss- 
es and record-low prices. Pres- 
ident Bill Clinton vetoed this 
legislation because of these 
shortcomings. 

As a result of this-veto, Con- 
gress and the Clinton Adminis- 
tration came together to hash 
out a compromise. A farm 
relief package was included in 
the recently enacted budget 
agreement that will address 
the severe economic downturn 
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Press-Record 


in rural America. This pack- 
age includes $6 billion for 
emergency assistance to farm- 
ers, 40 percent more than the 
vetoed bill 

Specifically, it includes fund- 
ing for crop loss and economic 
loss due to low commodity 
prices and targeted tax relief, 
including acceleration of the 
health insurance tax deduction 
for the self-employed, to 100 
percent by 2003. [linois 
expect to receive $319 million 
for producers as a result of 
this agreement, $133 million 
more than the vetoed bill. 

There are some administra- 
tive fixes that can also help 
lessen the economic pain for 
farmers. I’m leading a biparti- 
San effort to convince Agricul- 
ture Secretary Dan Glickman 
to make pork available as food 
aid to foreign countries and for 
domestic feeding programs. 

This is one way to help 
reverse falling pork prices 
caused by market glut and 
financial crisis in Russia and 
Asia, important Illinois and 
U.S. trading partners. 





Congress won’t be able to 
single-handedly solve this seri- 
ous economic crisis in rural 
American this year. It will 
take a coordinated effort both 
in Washington and on farms 
across the country. We should 
act in a comprehensive and 
bipartisan fashion. 


We should explore short- 
term fixes, like lifting the cap 
on marketing loans, as well as 
long-term solutions, like tax 
fairnes nd expanded trade 
opportunities. We should stand 
up for the men and women in 
rural Anierica and let them 
know that Congress and the 
administration will work with 
them to help alleviate some of 
the economic uncertainty they 
face. 





To do anything less would be 
a disservice to our farmers 
and American agriculture.

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Judge throws out one 
Derr murder verdict 


Lawyers plan motion on other decision

A judge let stand one murder 
verdict against a local man 
Monday but threw out a sec- 
ond. 

Attorneys for John Derr, 40, 
of. Granite City, pledged to file 
post-trial motions within 30 
days to set aside the conviction 
and take the case to the appel- 
late court if necessary. 

A jury on Nov. 19 found Derr 
guilty of two counts of murder 
and one count of involuntary 
manslaughter and concealing a 
homici death in the Aug. 14, 
1992, killing of Dennis Ober- 

, the former manager of 
Geno’s 140 Club in Bethalto. 
The trial lasted just two days. 

Associate Circuit Judge Ann 
Callis threw a wrench in the 
verdict when she agreed with 
defense attorneys Thomas Hil- 
debrand and Art Margulis that 
it was inconsistent to find Derr 


guilty of both murder and 
involuntary manslaughter. 
However, she gave the prose- 
cutor until Monday to prove 
his case. 

In a brief filed Monday, 
Assistant State’s Attorney Don 
Weber argued that the man- 
slaughter count was based on 
reckless disregard for personal 
actions that could lead to 
death, which is not inconsistent 
with felony murder, a murder 
that occurs during the commis- 
sion of another crime. 

Derr was charged with two 
counts of felony murder based 
on his alleged robbery and 
intimidation of Oberbeck. Derr 
allegedly took a ring and 
watch from Oberbeck by force 


.the night he was killed, alleg- 


edly over a bad debt. 

Callis said that after review- 
ing the case she would let the 
murder verdict regarding rob- 
bery stand. But in her mind, 


the state did not prove that 
Derr was “‘intimidating” Ober- 
beck at the time of the killing, 
which took place at a vacant 
house in Granite City with no 
other witnesses present. 

Derr’s ex-wife testified that 
she saw Derr with the jewelry 
after Oberbeck’s death, but 
testimony regarding the intimi- 
dation was limited to eyewit- 
ness accounts of Derr'’s actions 
while with Oberbeck at Geno’s 
140 Club hours before his kill- 
ing. 


Weber maintained that the 
intimidation had occurred 
throughout the evening and 
was partly the cause of Ober- 
beck’s death. 


“If the person dies during 
(the course of another crime), 
then you’re guilty of felony 
murder,’’ Weber said

‘sues Bank of Edwardsville

A longtime area glassware 
business is suing the Bank of 
Edwardsville and two of its 
officers, claiming their 
banking practices led to its 
bankruptcy. 

Intaglio Designs Ltd., for- 
merly known as Levey. Inc., 
is suing the bank for breach 
of contract, fraud, civil con- 
spiracy, consumer fraud and 

leceptive business practices 
and breach of fiduciary 
duty. 

The bank’s executive vice 

president, William S. Alex- 
ander, is named in all 
aspects of the suit, except 
the breach of contract count. 
The bank’s vice president of 
loans, Roger L. Huber, is 
named only in the counts 
dealing with consumer 
fraud, deceptive business 
practices and civil conspira- 
cy. 
“pach count in the five- 
count suit seeks actual dam- 
ages in excess of $2.5 million 
and punitive damages as 
determined in court. A jury 
trial is being sought. 















* The bank and the two offi- 


cers declined comment 

“We really can’t comment 
on litigation,’? Bank Presi- 
dent obert Wetzel said. 
“But I think the bank’s 130- 
year record speaks for 
itself.”” 

The lawsuit is told almost 
in narrative form, with the 
emphasis on how the bank’s 

ractices since 1979 alleged- 
y caused Intaglio president 
Gary W. Levi and his wife, 
Dolores A. Levi, to file for 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy on 
Feb. 19, 1997. 

The Levis own Intaglio 
Designs, a developer, manu- 
facturer and distributor of 
art glass and giftware that, 
for the last several years, 
has operated at 1320 Milton 
Road in Alton. 

For 15 years before Inta- 

lio’s incorporation in 1985, 
he Levis operated an 
antique and glassware man- 
ufacturing business at 209 E 
Vandalia St. in Edwards- 





le. 

Levi said that the compa- 
ny is now out of bankruptcy, 
but he declined to say much 
beyond the suit. 

“There are a lot of things 
I’d like to say, but they are 


going to have to wait for 
court,’’ he said. 

According to the lawsuit, | 
the Levis’ relationship with 
the bank began in the early 
1970s, when they borrowed 
money to purchase the Van- 
dalia Street property.

Jury selection ends in Stewart AIDS trial

Eight women and seven men 
were expected to hear opening 
statements Wednesday in the 
trial of Brian Stewart.

Until now, Timmins and Sgt 
Allen Jacobs were the dis- 
trict’s only reconstructionists 
in a region that includes Bond, 


Clinton, St. Clair, Madi son 
and Monroe counties. 
“We're really blessed,’ Tim- 


mins said. ‘‘There are some 
districts that have no recon- 
structionists.’” 

District 11 is the most urban 
district in Illinois outside of 
Chicago and needs the trained 
specialists, Timmins said. So 
far in 1998, there have been 48 
accidents requiring reconstruc- 
tion 

‘“‘We had only 37 in all of 
1996 and 47 in 1997,’" Timmins 
said. 

“And December is generally 
the wo#st month (for acci- 
dents) ,’’ Melton added 


Typically, an officer needs 
three to four months to close a 
case, Timmins said. 

Reconstructionists are called 
in when a potential for felony 
charge exists or when there is 
a question as to fault.

Model train show brings railroad enthusiasts to Gateway Center 


It had been a busy 18 hours or so for Skip MacEwen of 
Belleville 

A member of the Gateway Garden Railroad Club, he and 
other members had assembled their modular G-scale layout — 
larger than a good-sized room — on Friday for Belleville’s 
annual Christmas Parade, disassembled it that evening and 
reassembled it Saturday morning for the Great American Train 
Show at the Gateway Center in Collinsville. 


“We were here since 6 a.m. (that day),’’ he said. “‘It takes us 
about four hours to do this. It (the layout) lives in a 30-foot 
trailer when we’re not doing shows.’’ 


But with a a steady parade of model railroad enthusiasts 
pouring into the center for the two-day show, it was worth it for 
the railroading clubs and vendors. 


In addition to fascinating children and bringing back memo- 
ries for their parents and grandparents, model railroading is big 
business. 

More than 1 million people have a ‘‘casual’’ interest in model 
railroading, while 250,000 are ‘‘serious’”’ enthusiasts and spend 
more than $500 yearly on their hobby. 

Model trains come in 25 different sizes, wi HO scale — 1:87 
scale, meaning a boxcar will be about six inches long — the 
most popular, used by 60 percent of railroaders. 


Casual -railroa can buy a starter train set for about $50 
and construct a ice”? layout for about $200, but many spend 
far more. 

Especially when it comes to collectors. 

Depending on their age, condition and how many were pro- 
duced, old Lionel and American Flyer trains can be worth up to 


000. 

But for MacEwen and most others at the show, railroading is 
just fun’ 

Like many clubs, each member of the Gateway Garden Rail- 
road Club is responsible for a section of the track and can do 
pretty much what they want with it as long as it will connect 
properly to other sections. 

The club’s layout — modular with two active lines — was 
based on railroad scenes of the late 1940s and early 1950s and

included a circus and hobo yard. 

“‘A little bit of steam and some diesel,’” MacEwen said. 

That was the time when most railroads switched from the 
steam engines — many known fondly by their numbers or nick- 
names by railroad workers and enthusiasts — to the less roman- 
tic diesel engines 

“A lot of us like steam,”” MacEwen said. ‘‘Also, it’s narrow 
gauge, which we're pretty fond of.” 

He Said model trains have always attracted people, especially 
at Christmas. 

“The older folks remember the old steam engines and kids of 
all ages love to see trains go past,”’ he said 

He also said it was a great time for model railroaders to add 
to their collections. 

Chuck Rothweiler of St. Louis was trying to do just that. 

He was checking out a large display of pre-World War II 
Lionel trains and accessories owned by dealer Preston Richards 
of Indianapolis. * 

“I’ve got a few,’’ Rothweiler said. ‘‘I’ve been collecting for 40 
years. Mostly common stuff.”” 

He said he started collecting out of nostalgia. 

“For my age, it’s remembering when you were a kid,” he

that nostalgic bug,’”’ he said. “Adults that have children 
aby rs that grew up with this stuff in the ’40s, 
and'’60s, they’re either rejuvenating they had when’ they 
were children or adding to them, or they have kids now and if 
they disposed of them when they went to college in the ’60s, 
they’re replacing them now.’ 

Like many enthusiasts, Richards started railroading as 
a child. He now specializes primarily in pre-war Lionel trains 

“I had a train set when I was a kid, and I added to it,’”’ he 
said, ‘‘When my high school buddies were looking to finance a 
set of tires for their automobil I'd buy their trains.’’ 

He said trains and accessories were ‘‘plentiful’’ then and could 
be found at thrift shops, Goodwill stores and hobby shops. 

“An ad in the paper would bring out tons of stuff, but that’s 
not tl ase anymore,” he said 

While customers looked over his w Richards was busy 
putting Pullman labels on a restored passenger car 

‘I do a lot of restoration — recycling of pre-war stuff that’s 
ready for the tras: in, which, unfortunately, is where a lot of 
this ended up,,’ he said.’ ‘But if I can get it before it goes to the 
landfill, then I’ll bring it back to like-new conditions.” 

Richards said Lionel has made trains continuously since 1900 
except during the war years, when its manufacturing capabili- 
ties were used for war-related materials.

Lemp tour offers a haunting time

Legend goes that ghosts still haunt this 
old house that stands high above 
Interstate 55, not far from the Mississippi 
River in South St. Louis. 

Visitors report seeing specters in the 
mirror, apparitions floating through the 
rooms and lonesome pianos offering 
mournful tunes. 

So, Betsy Belanger has this warning: 
On the tour, stick together. 

“Don't. laugh,” she scolds one skeptical 
visitor. 

Certainly, if a house should be haunted, 
it is this one. The Lemp Mansion, 3322 
DeMenil Place, has been the site of three 
suicides and one “murder.” 

Charles Lemp shot his dog to death just 
before taking his own life. 

“We're counting that as a murder,” 
Jason Johnston says. 

Johnston shares Lemp tour guide duties 
with Belanger. The Lemp Mansion, open 
as a restaurant since 1977, began offering 
the tours in mid-September. 

Life magazine has designated the Lemp 
as one of this nation’s 10 most haunted 
houses. 

“T believe all the stories,” Belanger 
says. ‘I just do.”

Ghost stories aside, a Lemp tour offers 
a glimpse of St. Louis’ turn-of-the-century 
wealth. 

Although most of the furniture and 
lighting fixtures in the 33-room mansion 
are not original, much of the 120-year-old 
house remains true to the Lemps’, uh, 
spirit. 

Fireplaces are crafted from Italian 
marble, ceilings feature intricate 
hand-painted designs and mantels are 
carved from African mahogany. 

Behind the parlor is an atrium that was 
home to the Lemps’ exotic plants and 
birds. At the rear of the house are three 
huge vaults where pieces of their noted 
art collection were stored. 

Of course, it is the tragic side of the 
Lemps, even more than their riches, that 


so fascinates visitors. Here’s a recount of 
the Lemp clan's anguished past: 

Misfortune first struck the Lemps in 
1901. Frederick Lemp, said to be William 
Lemp’s favorite son and heir-apparent to 
the beer-making empire, died from heart 
disease. 

Three years later, William Lemp, still 
upset over his son's death, took a pistol 
and shot himself in the head while in a 
mansion bedroom. 

In 1920, Elsa Lemp, William Jr.’s sister 
and St. Louis’ richest heiress, committed 
suicide in the mansion after returning 
from her honeymoon. 

Prohibition crippled the Lemp fortune. 
On June, 28, 1922, William Lemp Jr. sold 
the family business for pennies on the 
dollar. International Shoe Co. paid 
$588,500 for the property that covered 10 
city blocks, It had once been valued at $7 
million. 

William Lemp Jr. shot himself 18 
months later in the same room where his 
father had committed suicide. 

“He felt he let the whole family down 
after he sold the business,” Belanger 
explains, 

William Lemp III died of a heart attack 
in 1943 at the age of just 42. William Jr.'s

dwin Lemp, Charles’ 
brother who died in 1970 at the

“Charles was the only one to 
leave a note,” Belanger says. 
“He wrote that, ‘If anyone 
should find my body, this deed 
was done by my own hands,’ ” 

These are the tales Belanger 
finds so absorbing. A friend in 
local theater told her the Lemp 
Mansion needed a tour guide, 
and she didn’t hesitate to call 
the mansion. 

“T've loved the house since I 
first came here in the '70s, and 
I’m interested in ‘other-world’ 
things, anyway,” she-says. 

One man doing restoration 
work at the mansion in the 
early 1980s ran outside after 
complaining someone in an 
empty room was watching 
him, Belanger says. 

“He said he'd never come 
back,” Belanger says. 

‘And Johnston says, “He 
never has.” 

Still feeling brave? 

Guided tours of the Lemp 
Mansion — ghost stores 
included — are offered on 
Thursdays from 7 to 9 p.m. 
and Sundays from noon to 8 
p.m, Ticket prices are $3 for 
adults and $1 for children. 
Tours last about 30 minutes.

Louis. 

Johann Lemp left his 
grocery business in 1840 and 
opened a brewery at 112 S. 
Second St. He died of natural 
causes in 1862, a millionaire. 

“He was a go-getter who 
began the family empire, but 
was also very generous,” says 
Betsy Belanger, a tour guide 
at the Lemp family mansion, 
3322 DeMenil Place. 

William Lemp took over for 
his father and built the 
business into an industrial 
giant. He constructed a plant 
in 1864 at Cherokee Street and 
Carondelet Avenue. 

In 1874, Lemp moved into 
the mansion that his 
father-in-law had built in 1868. 

With his riches, he converted 
the 33-room house into a 
residence, office and Victorian 
palace. He hosted ornate 
parties inside the huge caves 
underneath the house. 

By 1870, Lemp was the 
largest beer maker in St. 
Louis. The company held that 
position until Prohibition. 

The J. Lemp Brewing Co. 
was incorporated in 1892.

The St. Louis Symphony Orchestra is 
ensuring its music is captured for posterity by 
recording and selling compact discs. 

The orchestra — in an unprecedented move 
in the recording industry — has formed its 
own recording company, Arch Media, to 
record its music under the baton of Music 
Director Hans Vonk. 

Arch Media has released two compact discs 
deatoring Vouk and the orchestra, One CD 
carries the orchestra’s presentations of 
Beethoven Symphonies No. 3 and 8; a second 
disc features Schubert Symphonies No. 3 and 
9, 

Arch Media is the first recording company 
of its kind for a major American orchestra, 
said Susan Sherman, an orchestra 
spokeswoman. The releases mark the first 
time a major American orchestra has taken 
on the production and marketing of its own 
recordings, she said. 

The St. Louis Symphony Orchestra has a 
rich history of being recorded by major 
recording companies, starting with the 78-rpm 
shellac discs made when Maestro Rudolph 
Ganz conducted the orchestra in 1923, 
Sherman said. 

The recent launch of Arch Media is a result 
of a cooperative venture between St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra musicians and 
management, and the American Federation of 
Musicians, said Don Roth, the orchestra's

executive director. 

The collaboration is in direct response to 
the decline in classical music recording 
activity by major recording companies and 
other changes in the music industry, Roth 
sai 


The big recording companies are dropping 
recordings of some symphony orchestras, 
because classical music is not highly 
profitable for them, Sherman said. 

However, the local orchestra can find 
support for recordings of its music in the St. 
Louis region, she said. Also, recording costs 
can be controlled in the formation of a 
recording company that is supervised by 
orchestra officials and musicians, she said. 

“We can control the number of CDs 
pressed, which will help keeps costs down,” 
Sherman said. ‘Starting a small business like 
this is challenging, but we have people calling 
and wanting our product.” 

The orchestra’s CDs will be available 
nationally through an on-line distribution 
partnership with Music Boulevard. 

The recordings are available by calling 
(800) 232-1880 or by ordering on-line through 
the orchestra’s web site at www.slso.org or 
Music Boulevard’s web site at 
www.musicblvd.com. 

The recordings also are available at Powell 
Symphony Hall, 718 N. Grand Blvd., 
immediately prior to and after orchestra 
performances; Webster Records, 117 W. 
Lockwood Ave. in Webster Groves; and 
Streetside Records locations.

‘Enemy of State’ is fast-paced thriller

“Enemy of the State” is an 
effective, fast-paced thriller 
with all the frenetic editing 
and big explosions you’d 
expect from a Jerry (“Con 
Air,” “The Rock”) 
Bruckheimer production. 

Jon Voight stars as Thomas 
Brian Reynolds, a National 
Security Agency official who 
will do whatever it takes, 
including murder a U.S. 
congressman, to get legislation 
passed that will make it easier 
for his organization to spy on 
people. Unfortunately for 
Reynolds, nature photographer 
Daniel Zavitz (Jason Lee) 
eae the whole nasty 
killing on videotape. 

Reynolds’ operatives find out 
about Zavitz, and quickly tie 
up his phone lines and send 
agents out to get him and the 
tape. Using satellite technology 
and helicopters to keep track 
of him, they chase him across 
rooftops and through city 
streets. 


Zavitz evades them just long 
enough run into a store and 
slip the tape into the shopping 
bag of attorney Robert Clayton 
Dean (Will Smith). Zavitz is 
killed seconds later, after 
being struck by a vehicle while 
running down a busy highway.
